CONTRACT 
BRIDGE.

A following bid is one mado 
after an original bid has been made 
by one of the opponents and is 
often termed a defensive bid. It 
shows one and one-half to two and 
one-half quick tricks. 

If your right hand opponent is 
tho dealer and opens the bidding, 
de should overcall if you hold at 
lenst a biddable four card suit and 
one and one-half to two and one- 
half quick tricks. If your sult {s 
a good biddable fiye-card suit, the 
total quick trick requirement of 
your hand need not be over onc and 
one-half tricks, or if you are-able 
to overcall the opponents’ original 
bid with a bid of one you can do 
so with a four-card biddable sult 
and one and one-half quick tricks. 
But if you are forced to overcall 
with a two bid and have only a 
four enrd suit, your quick trick re- 
quirement is two tricks. 

If partner was the dealer and 
passed, and then your right hand 
opponent opened the bidding with 
aguit, you must remember that 
your partner has denied holding 
two and one-half quick tricks and 
therefore you should hold at least 
two to two and one-half quick 
tricks to make an overcall. Other- 
wise you may get doubled and sct 
for a large penalty, dr you may 
force the opponents into a game- 
going declaration. Remember that 
if you hold only one and one-half 
quick tricks and partner has pass- 
ed, there ennnot be over three and 
one-half quick tricks in your two 
handa and it is quite probable that 
your opponents have a game-going 
declaration. ‘ 

When opponents open’ with a 
suit that yotr have stopped twice 
and you hold two quick tricks and 
no biddable suit of your own, you 
should overcall with one no trump. 
While the writer advocates a no 
trump overcall with definite quick 
trick requirements and a strong 
informatory double, this will be ex- 
plained to you in later articles. At 
the present time we are dealing 
strictly with the straight forcing 
system. 

In supporting partner’s overcall 
or following bid, remember that he 
may be bidding on 2 hand a great 
deal weaker than is required for 
an original bid, therefore you 
should hold one more trick to 
support partner than {fs neceasary 
to support an original bid. 


Informatory Doubles, 


When your right hand opponent 
makes an original bid of one and 
your hand contains from three to 
three and one-half quick tricks, 
you should make an informatory 
double even though you muy hold 
n biddable suit. This shows part- 
ner a strong hand and even though 
the hand is trickless, he is required 
to take this double out Sf the left 
hand opponent passes. However, 
if partner can count on jour in- 
formatory double -containing three 
to three and one-half tricks, he, 
with a strong hand, can pais, 
thereby turning the informatory 
double into a business double 
which may be the means of collect- 
ing large penalties. , ; 

While most authorities agree 
that all doubles ‘of original no 
trump. or suit bids of one and 
original suit bids of two are In- 
formatory, there is some disayret- 
ment on doubles of original suit 
bids of there. But if you use 
the high trick requirement as out- 
lined above, partner can casily 
use hia own judgment on doubles 
of three. 

All doubles of two no trump are 
business doubles. 

Partner shall responed to in- 
formatory doubles as follows: 

‘Holding one stopper in tho auit 
doubled and at least one quick 
trick and no biddable suit, the 
correct response is one no trump. 

Holding no stopper in the suit 
doubled and no biddable four-card

We talk 
about education of the senses, about 
self-activity as if they wero new 
fdeas. Inthe thirteenth century St. 
Thomas Aquinas, In 2 treatise On 
The Teacher, insists on the tea- 
cher’s’ knowledge of the mental 
processes, the functions -_of the 
senses, emotions, feclings to assist 
the pupil in the unfolding of his 
young powers, for learning |s 
“growth in self-nctivity. It is no 
mere imparting; it is rather sug- 
geation and direction, by which the 
mind is prompted to exert its na- 
tural power in the uormal ways. 
Sonses, imagination, memory *co- 
operate. Indeed they account for 
Individual differences’ in mental 

ty. Vigour. of mind 

responds to soundness of body, so 
that the healthier organism ensurcs 
suporior intellectual attainment.” 
“There is a very moderna ring about 
those words. We may find similar 
ideas repeated by in his 
Thoughts Concerning . Education, 
or in Rousseau’s Emile. But, 
somehow, when we enter the class- 
rooms, we find them heavy with the 
hot air of theory and we begin to 
wish .that some practical teacher 
would open the windows! It is 
just here that a woman has often 
come to the rescue and made us 
realise that when an Idea, whether 
political or religious, goes down 
from tho mind-:of man to the heart 
of a woman, becomes 2 senti- 
ment—thought Inspired by feeling 
—its power to resist all opposition 
and to triumph over every difficulty, 
is incrensed a hundredfold.

The words are Dickens's, apoken 
at the sccond dinner held by tho 
Nowspaper Press Fund, which is 
about to make its annual appeal 
for subscriptions, Dickens was, 
in, fact, spenking in 1866, long 
after he had given up his cditor- 
ship of. the Daily News, and 
the quotation will no doubt remind 
many readers of the many changes 
that were then taking place in 
fournolfam. ‘The old. Pall _ Mall 
Guzette was founded in 1866, and 
{t was in the samo year that the 
Press Association and the Sports- 
man first mnde- thelr appearance. 
A good many other changes took 
place in this period. The Central | 
News was founded in 1870 and the 
Central Press in 1863, The famous 
Globe for so long the leading 
Whig organ, turned Tory in 1866, 
four yenrs .after the Morning 
Chronicle had disappeared after, 
a Jong cnreer, The Morning 
Chronielo had had for its con- 
tributors men like Hazlitt, tho 
poet Campbell, Sheridan, Thomas 
Moore, Lord’ Brougham, Byron, 
atWe Thackeray, and John Stuart 

Till. 

Journalism was on the threshold 
of the great expansion of circula- 
tions that took place in the 
"nineties, Until Yhe very end of 
the nineteenth ¢entury a circula- 
tion of: 60,000, was considercd 
large. The Timea had got up 
to 60,000 in 1864, and had left 
ita rival, the Daily Telegraph, o 
ood way behind. A year later the 
Daily Telegraph came down to a 
penny, and its sale jumped up to 
27,000. But it is difficult: to «s- 
timate what was on average sole 
for ‘the London dally newspapers 
in the sixties, The old Morning 
Herald, in the elghty-cight years 
of ita existence (from 1781 to 
1869) never got over 6,000—a very 
big drop from the 50,000 eircula- 

ytion of The Times, 

It was in the 'nincties that the 
great expansion of circulations be- 
gan. Northcliffe, whose: bust now 
looks out upon the Ficet-street he 
did so much to create, said that the 
movement was made possible partly. 
because of the great cheapening In 
‘the price of news print that occur- 
red between 1876 and 1886, and 
partly because of the great mechani- 
cal improvements. But there was 
a third factor of much greater im- 
portance, and this was the increase 
in popular education. Throughout 
the nineteenth century a popular 
demand was growing for cheap 
newspapers, and it was Northcliffe 
who took advantage of it. 

A Critical Year. 

' From 1864 the Newspaper Press 
Fund has beon guarding the In- 
teresta of journalists,, and doing 
what was possible ta mitigate the 
distress of unemployment and Ill- 
ness. It was founded for this 
purpose, and throughout the un- 
certain and somewhat stormy his- 
tory of journalism in’ the. Tast 
seventy years it has been gener- 
ously supported. by the public. It 
is now faced with a critical year. 
The depression has touched most 
industries, and none moro heavily 
thon the ‘newspaper industry. The 
Newspaper Press ‘Fund has at the 
moment more’ pressing claims to 
micct than at any other’time in ite

For the time being’ the ‘extraord- 
inary expansion that has been 
sketched in this article has been 
checked, and‘proprictors have beon 
forced to delay developments and 
to reduce staffs. For two years

Debt to Seguin. 

One can hardly say that- she is 
a pioncer in oducational theorles. 
She goes out of her way to acknow- 
ledge hor debt to Seguin. She docs 
not’ know how deeply indebted 
Seguin was to Pereira (1715-1780), 
In spite of Seguin's writings. 
Poreira’s work was dovoted to deaf-. 
mutes, who were sadly’ neglected. 
The Latin poct Lucretius had writ- 
ten of them: - 

“To instruct tho deaf no art 

could ever reach, 
No caro improve them, and no 
wisdom teach.” 

St. Augustine did not seem to 
be more optimistic. But Pedro 
Ponce de Leon, a Spanish monk in 
the monastery of Ona, wrote in 
1678: | “I have had for my pupils 
sons of great. lords and notable 
people who were deaf and dumb 
from birth. I have taught them to 
spoak, read, write and reckon. They 
calculated, prayed aloud, served 
Mass, knew Greek, Latin, Italian, 
and understood nattral philosophy 
and astrology.” It is probable that 


Percira, who had lived in Spain, 


knew something of the work of this 
monk. Pereira’s special contribu- 
tion was his discovery of the all 
important function of the sense of 
touch. Through Seguin Dr. Mon- 
tensori learnt the possibilities of 
this sense, and we know the: part 
nasigned to {t in the use of her 
apparatus by children. The sense 
education of the Savage of Aveyron 
by Itard and the principles involved 
deeply infiue Seguin who stu- 
died under Itard; and so they 
reached Dr. Montessori. - 

We remembor that she com- 
menced her work with  feeblo- 
minded children. Seguin had de- 
voted his life to them. But she soon 
convinced herself that “the child 
who has not tho force to develop, 
and the child who has not yet deve- 
loped are in Some ways alike.” 
And so that the elementary methods 
of instruction of both groups should 
be similar. Here we have the 
starting point of her whole system. 

When one comes to ask what 
precisely the system Is, the natural 


| {answer would be read her own book 
‘| The Montessori Method. Howaver, 


we are immediately confronted with 
the strange anomaly that, when wo 
begin to talk. with others who havo 
read it, their interpretation ap- 
pears to be different from ours. 
Turning to one or two written 
accounts we find in Monroo's 
Encyclopedia of Education, that the 
easentials are 1, Sense Training; 
2. Great Stress on Freedom.’ To 
Sir John Adams the system appeals 
especially as sounding the knell of 
class-teaching; while Pitman finds 
4 chief points: Greater freedom iri 
the child’s choice of occupation: 
ortunity of self-education: 
fuller training of the senses; more 
natural groupings of children. 
Yet another says: “the biological 
principle of liberty is.for Dr, Mon- 
tessori the fundamental prin- 
ciple of education.” 
We think that Dr. Montessori 
herself ia to blame—if blame be the 
-word—for ‘the uncertainty. If ao 


a woman opens the windows it is 


not, as a-rule, to ket -in the spirit 
pf logic but tho glow of ‘nentimont; 
and sentiment can pronounce both 
strawberrics and s musical sonata 
to bo “awfully nico” without giv- 
Ing pride of place. to'either. it 
t a reading of Dr. 
Montessorl, as well as some of tho 
works about her, makes {t clear that 
ho rings the changes, now. on one, 
now on another - of tho . following 
five points: 

1. Due importance attached to 
sense education; 2. “Spontancous 
Dayilepmeas ee this scoms to 
be the kernel of her system; 3.

Developing the Senses, 

It can be easily scen that if 
spontancous development bo tho 
centre of tho system, early educa- 
tion must concentrate a good deal 
on tho penses, for the senso life is 
tho first to manifest itaclf-in the 
child ond, oven’ as the xeasoning 
power grows, the senses must 
supply the material for. thought.

The lecturer dwelt for some timo 
on the unity of these ideas in prac- 
tice, and continued:

Somo of it is original, 
much of it {s a woman’s practical 
realisation of tho theories of 
‘Seguin and Itard, or a modification 
of -Frocbel's “gifts.” Dr. Montes- 
sori, herself, docs stress tho im- 
portance of her apparatus, but we 
feel sure that future historians of 
educational development will de- 
scribo Dr. Montessori, .not as a 
classroom Santa Clause openin| 
windows to hand in agogt 
toys, but as a. woman W th the rich 
instinct of a motherly beart under- 
standing child life and child needs, 
and with the sympathy born of this 
instinct ‘devising practical ways 
and means to fill them. 

You, students of education, can 
easily put your finger on flaws in 
her enunciated theory. Though 
she was a doctor you may discover 
that some of her biological concopte 
are deficfent—I beliove, that our 
would-ba modicos sometimes find 
blology difficult,—you might point 
out her failure to link ad 
organism, function and environ- 
ment. You might especially 
attention , to her neglect of id 


educational 
would stress the f; 
nervous system which links the 
highly apecialised organs and 
various organic elements and“binds 
them together in the mysterious 
hysical unity of tho human body. 
When you do begin to apply logic 
to her written works you find that 
there are many wanta and many 
inaccuracies. It is well that you, 
future teachers, should do . this. 
But it is still more important that 
your scholastic efforts do not carry 
you away from the world‘of facte— 
oh, I do not moan the examination 
world of facts—for if the world 
of men were ruled - by logic -the 
Peace Conferences of Genova would 
either have been unnecessary or 
would have long ago attained their 
onds. Still less is the playful 
world of children ruled by logic. 
Hence I think that when Dr. 
Montessori opened her class-room 
windows it was above all to let ont 
the stern air of logic and to fill the 
room with a more congenial at- 
mosphere of spontaneity, created 
by o sympathetic understanding of

Thore-are fow ideas in tho educa- 
tional world, which we are inclincd 
to call modern, that have not been 
enunciated. long. ago. We talk 
about education of the senses, about 
sclf-activity.as if thoy wero, new 
ideas. In tho thirteenth century St. 
Thomas Aquinne, in a treatise On 
The Teacher, insists on tho tea- 
cher’s Knowledge of the mental 
processes, the functions of tho 
senses, emotions, feelings to assist 
the pupil in the unfolding of his 
young powers, - for learning is 
“growth in self-activity. It is no 
mere imparting, it is rather sug- 
gestion and direction, by which the 
mind is prompted to exert its’ na- 
tural power’ in tho uormal ways. 
Senses, imagination, memory Co 
operate. Indeed they account for 
individual differences in mental 
capacity.” Vigour of mind cor- 
responds to soundness of body, 60 
that the healthfer organism ensures 
superior intellectual attainment.” 
“There is a very modern ring about 
those words. Wo may. find similar 

ted by Locke in his 
Thoughts Concerning’ Education, 
or in Rousseau’s Emile: But,

would opén the windows! -It is 
just here that & woman has often 
come to tlt and made: us 
roalise that when an idea, whether

| Captain William Archer Red- 
mond, D.S.0., late of the Irish 
Guarda, was Member of Parliament 
for Waterford from 1918 to 1922 
and has beon a member of the Dail 
Eireann for Waterford since 1923. 
Ho was aon of the late John Red- 
‘mond, Chairman. of the Irish 
‘National Party. He was called to 
‘the Bar in‘19L0 in which year ho 
first entered Parliament as lember 
for Tyrone. He served in the 
European War. + 

Mr. Jeremiah Macveagh was 
uorn in Belfast in 1870, After 
matriculating at tho’ Royal Un- 
liversity of Ircland ‘he took to 
‘journaliam in his native city. 
represented the Daily News during 
, the evictions under the Plan of 
Campaign, his descriptive articles 
being reprinted and largely cir- 
culated in the English constituen- 
cles. He took an active part in 
{National politics in Belfast . umd 
went to London to undertake the 
duties of private secretary to Sir 
James Whitehead, ex-Mayor of 
London. In England he also pro- 
minently identified himself: with 
Irish politics and has written many 
political leaficts, pamphlets, etc. 
He was called to the Bar in 1918. 
He was also director of sevetal 
companies in England and Ireland 
and Managing Director of the 
Register Publishing Company.

Whatever may happen in Shane 
kni—and the portents at the mo- 
ment seem a, trifle brighter— 
there seems every probability, as 
a foreign traveller just arrived in

Apart from any other causes for 
friction, it cannot’ be doubted that 
Russia is jealous of Japan's grow- 
ing hold.on Manchuria, apparently 
fearing that she has territorial am- 
bitions which may be prejudicial 
to the Soviet’s Interests.

MANSLAUGHTER CASE 
CONTINUED 


The manslaughter case, in which 
Wong: Kam-leung, motor. lorry 
driver, is charged with killing Lo 
Ts'uen in w collision with a hand- 
truck in Waterloo Road, Kowloon, 
was continued at the Criminal 
Sessions this morning, before the 
Puisne dudge (Mr. Justice Wood) 
and a jury. 

It is alleged by the Crown that 
accused, driving a Chevrolet lorry, 
overtook a Ford lorry oat a high 
speed and collided with a hand- 
truck in doing: so, . causing the 
dleuth of Lo Ts'uen, who was hold- 
ing the truck handles,” 

Mr, . KE. Lindsell ia for the 
Crown, while Mr. Leo D'Almada, 
instructed by Mr. Fs C. EB. Rendall, 
of Messrs. Russ and Company, is 
defending. 

This morning an interpreter 
was called, who read out 2 state- 
ment made by accused when 
charged nt the Police Station, 
which he signed as correct. 
Accused said, in’ his 
that he followed the Ford lovry 
at the slow speed of about ten 
miles an hour and as he wanted 
to go faster he wanted to over- 
take and sounded his horn. The 
driver of the Ford lorry, however 
(Man Fat) “operated his aceelera- 
tion lever, turned his wheel and 
swung succoss my lorry. The 
bumper of Man Fat's lorry struck 
against my bumper and knocked 
against mine twice, They my 
lorry was upset, and struck an 
electric Inmp-post. 

“T immediately got off and went 
to the Police Station to make a 
At the same time Man 
Fat drove his lorry away nat full

Evidence. against secused was 
xiven by two coolies, both of whom 
were pulling, with ropes, the, 
truck which decensed was steer- 

ug when the accident occurred. 
Both said they were torown-to the 
ground. One said he was taken 
to hospital with bruises but was 
not detained, while the other 
man stated he was in hospital for 
nine days. Both stated that the 
aceused’s lorry was travelling at 
4 fast rate. 

The driver of the Ford, the 
overtaken lorry, said his speed all 
the way from Kowloon City to the 
place where the accident occurred 
averaged between 12 and 13 miles 
on hour: After turning into 
Waterloo Road he heard the noise 
of an engine behind him and on 
looking, in his mirror saw another 
vehicle overtaking him. a 

Witness explained’ that he wax 
then closo to his left-hand side 
and waved the other lorry on. It 
overtook him ata speed of be- 
tweon 40 and 60 miles -an hour, 
“with the engine ‘roaring’ after 
which the accident happened.

St. Augustine. did not scem to 
be more optimistic. But Pedro 
Ponce de Leon, a Spanish monk in 
tho monastery of Ona, wrote In 
1578: “I have had for my pupils 
sons of great lords and notable 
people who wore deaf and dumb 
from birth. I have taught them to 
speak, read, write and reckon. They 
enlculated, prayed sloud, served 
Maas, knew Greek, Latin, Italian, 
and understood natural philosophy 
and astrology.” It js probable that 
Peroira, who had lived in Spain, 
knew something of tho work of this 
monk, Perefra’s special contribu- 
tlon was his discovery of the all 
important function of the senso of 
touch. ‘Through Seguin Dr, Mon- 
teasori learnt the possibilities of 
this senso, and wo Imow the part 
assigned to it In tho use’ of her 
apparatus by children. Tho sonse 
education of the Savage of Aveyron 
by Itard and tho principles involved 
deeply influenced: Seguin who stu- 
dicd under Itard; and so they 
reached Dr. Montessori. 


We remember that ashe com- | 


menced her .work with feeblo- 
minded children. - Seguin had de- 
voted his lifeto them, But she soon 
convinced herself that “the child 
who has not the force to develop, 
and the child who has not yat deve- 
loped are in somo ways alike.” 
And 60 that the elementary methods 
of instruction of both groups should 
Here we have the 
starting point of -her wholo system. 

When one comes to ask what 
precisely the system I{s, the natural 
answer would be read her own book 
The Montessori Method. Howover, 
wo are immediately confronted with 
the atrange anomaly that, when we 
begin to talk with others who have 
read It, their interpretation ap- 
pears to be different from ours.
